FRIAR LANDS IN PHILIPPINES. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—Secretary 


Hoot was heard on the question of 
the filar lands in the Philippines be- 
foie the house committee on insular 
affairs today. He- said these land 
holdings constituted one of fche chief 
causes of discontent among the peo- 
ple; they were the hotbeds of insur- 
rection and had furnished Aguinaldo 
•his chief appeal to popular prejudice. 
The secretary said the religious or- 
ders so fully reoognized the bad con- 
dition of affairs that they were dis- 
posed to sell out, and he urged that 
the government should take advant- 
age of the opportunity to remove the 
chief causes of discontent in the is- 
lands. IHe did not believe condemna- 
tion proceedings would be necessary 
as there were indications that a fair 
price could be agreed upon* A rough 
estimate of the value of the lands, 
he said, was from five to seven and 
one-half millions dollars, American 
money.

IndHn tentitory and providing that 
they may issue bonds to an amount 
not exceeding five mills on each dol- 
lar of taxable property of the muni- 
cipality for the construction of sew- 
ers, waterworks and school houses; 
providing that the amount of the offi- 
cial bond of the "United States mar- 
shal of Alaska may be increased to 
$75,000 in certain circumstaiwes. 


The senate amendments to the 


house bill appropriating $90,000 for 
a government exhibit and floor space 
at the Charleston exposition were 
agreed to and the bill passed. 


The house then, at 18:43, on mo- 


tion of Mr, £ayne, adjourned until 
Monday.

Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan. 18.—The 


annual report of the Chickamauga- 
Chattanooga National Military park 
commission to the secretary of war 
is just made public. 
The report in 


part says: 


"We have now 71.36 miles of im- 


proved roads in the park* There has 
been expended for road construction 
and betterments $11,077.57. 


"The only construction besides that 


heretofore ordered which the commis- 
sion desires to build, during the com- 
ing year, is the road from Rossvllle to 
KcFarland's Gap, a distance of 2.5 
miles, the road over which the union 
army withdrew from the Chicka- 
mauga field to Bossvllle at the close 
of the fighting the evening of tho 
second day. 


"The central driveway of the park, 


which passes through or overlooks 
six of the seven 'battlefields embraced 
in the park project, is now complete. 


"The health of ten square miles 


comprising Chickamauga park has 
been excellent, as has >been that of the 
adjacent region for several miles in 
all directions around the park. There 
has been no death within 
its 


boundaries and only one case of 
typhoid and tw6 of tnaiarlal fever. 
These cases are a mile u'om the park. 
The water supply in all sections of 
the park continues abundant and ex- 
cellent. 


"The attention of the secretary is 


reluctantly called to tihe mutilation 
of the official rosters of this commis- 
sion in the report of the Indiana 
commissioners for Chickamauga Na- 
tional Military park. 
In the pub- 


lished report of that commission 
there was included what purports to 
be a transcript of the official roster 
of the union and confederate armies 
as published by the national commis- 
sion. 
Examinations show various 


serious changes in the reproduction 
of this official document, arising in 
part through omission of certain 
clauses in the text, in part from di- 
rect changes and in part by interpo- 
lations* This column also contains 
a number of erroneous transcrrots of 
authorized inscriptions on Indiana 
monuments <and markers as they ap- 
pear on the field."

MIJOEBS MEET tfEXT WEEK IN 


INDIANAPOLIS. 


Will Demand 10 Per Cent. Increase 


Operators Will Oppose the Dele* 


gates' Demand. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 18.—Ic is 


expected that several hundred dele- 
gates will be here by tonight, for the 
thirteenth annual convention of tho 
United Mine Workers of Americi, 
which will open here Monday. The 
Pennsylvania anthracite miners, 200 
strong, will reach here tomorrow by 
special train. Many delegates are al- 
ready here. It is believed there will 
be over 1,000 delegates, making H 
the largest convention ever held by 
organized labor. President Mi*ciicll 
will preside. Ben Tillett, the famous 
English labor lender, will arrive to- 
night to be the guest of the miners 
until Thursday. President Gompers, 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
may also visit the convention. 


It is understood that the mhieis 


will present a demand for aa increase 
of at least 10 per cent, over the wages 
they now receive, but it is almost 
equally certain, that the operators will 
make a stubborn resistance, as many 
of them claim they are either operat- 
ing at a loss or at a veiy small profit. 
The miners will also ask for an ex- 
tension of the run of mine basis to 
the districts -where the screen basis 
now prevails. This has been in con- 
troversy for a long time and prob- 
ably will be one of the most iinpor 
ant features of the convention. The 
agreement that now exists between 
the miners and operators as to wages 
wrv- made here t\vo years ago and 
ratified at the joint conference at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, last year, The miners 
feel that they are now entitled to an 
advance, inasmuch as the same scale 
has prevailed for two years. 
Th« 


fact, however, that they have failed 
to unionize West Virginia may pre- 
vent them from getting the raise, as 
the operators of Pennsylvania, Ohio. 
Indiana and Illinois who signed the 
competitive agreement, charge that 
the West Virginia operators who pay 
non-union wages are enabled to un- 
dersell them. An invitation was re- 
cently extended to the West Virginia 
operators to attend the convention 
here, but the mine workers' officials 
have but little hope that they will be 
present* Th,e situation in West Vir- 
ginia will probably receive consider- 
able attention next week, as the 
miners are determined to unionize the 
state. President Mitchell, Vice Pres- 
ident Lewis and Treasurer Wilson 
will probably be re-elected without 
opposition. 


The national execxitive board of the 


miners met here today -to take up 
grievances that will 'b£ presented to 
the convention. The joinkconference 
of the miners and operators begins 
January 30.

Fortunately the passengers were un- 
injured. 
Pieces of the wrecked en- 


gine were strewn around for a dis- 
tance of two hundred feet and the 
boiler was found one hundred and 
fifty feet away from the scene of the 
accident. The causes leading- up to 
tiie explosion 'Will never be known, 
owing to the death of «the engineer 
and fireman* Superintendent Lawer- 
ance, of this division, arrived on a 
special train three hours later, from 
Des Moines and immediately proceed- 
ed to clear away the debris. He de- 
clined to make any statement with 
regard to the accident.

of the engineer and fireman were ter- 
ribly mangled.

ADULTERATION A SCIENCE. 


The principal chemist of the gov- 


1 eminent laboratory has presented his 


report ou the work of that depart- 
ment for the past year. Of the sam- 
ples of tea submitted 252, represent- 
in j; 8.662 packages, were refused ad- 
iuis-.;cn for home consumption on the 
ground that they contained ex- 
hausted leaves, were unsound or were 
mixed with sand or other substances 
within the meaning of the act, says 
an English newspaper. 


The 3,828 samples of finished beer 


taken 'from 1,586 publicans wer'e an- 
alyzed, and 598 or lt?.6 per cent, of 
the samples were fouud to have been 
tampered wilh, either'by having been 
diluted or by the illegal addition of 
sugar. The present year shows an 
increase of 1,442 samples, but the re- 
sult of the analysis, generally, af- 
fords no evidence of any falling oft* in 
the practice of diluting beer.

Valparaiso, Ind., Jan. 18.—The 


mystery which has surrounded the 
death of Edgar Davidson ever since 
his body was found lying beside the 
Pennsylvania railroad trades in this 
city on the morning of December 20, 
has at last been cleared up in a start- 
ing manner. 


Frank Sprencil, night watchman at 


the Napoleon street crossing of the 
road, by far the strongest witness for 
the state, broke down in his story 
yesterday afternoon while undergo- 
ng a rigid examination at the hands 
of the grand jury and confessed that 
all of his previous stories before that 
body and at the coroner's inquest 
were false and that the three promi- 
nent men who have been held in JaU 
without bail on his evidence are in- 
nocent. 


Davidson had been engaged in a 
ittle altercation in an uptown cafe 
the night of his deatfli with Michael 
Curtain, a lawyer; Robert Fleming 
and Roy Sowers, three well known 
residents of this city. 
A few min- 


utes after 11 o'clock the quartet left 
the place and the three men were 
heard to threaten Davidson. As they 
were under the influence of liquor no 
especial attention was paid to the 
lact. 


Early the next morning the body of 


Davidson was found near the tracks. 
His gold watoh and money were on 
he body. • His head was cut and his 
skull was crushed. Blood was acat- 
ered about fifty feet from the body. 


CHAIN OF EVIDENCE. 


From the first day only one theory 


was advanced—that of 
deliberate 


murder—and every new detail went 
o corroborate it. After a long trial 
Coroner Carson returned a veffdfot of 
murder and 'held Curtin, Fleming and 
Sowers. 


Judge Gillette called the grand 
ury and after a hear ing, which lasted 
more than a.week, it returned indio 
ments against tne three boys for mur- 
der in the first degree. A remark- 
bly strong and complete chain of 
ircumstantial evidence was woven 
about the accused and their warmest 
riends were forced to confess belief 
n their guilt. 
The strongest witness the state was 


able to produce was Watchman Frank 
Sp*rencil. Hfe is a highly respected 
•esidettt of this place find universally 
iked and trusted. His evidence was 
never doubted for a minute. He told 
if seeing the three prisoners come 
down town to his shanty shortly he- 
ore midnight, carrying the 'body of 
Davidson. Theymade an. ineffectual 
attempt to load it into a freight train 
that was just pulling out and later 
aid it beside" the track, taking 
Sprencil's shovel to remove some of 
the evidences of the 'crime. 


The watchman's testimony cFeated 
profound .sensation, and especially 


since he was a life-long friend to Cur 
in. A number of circumstances dis- 
covered from time to time seemed to 
bear out his story. The stories told 
by the accused, of their actions on the 
night in question were not entirely 
satisfactory and their conviction was 
considered certain.

LECTUflE ON POSTAL SERVICE 


BY POSTMASTER PAGE AT PLY- 


MOUTH CHURCH, 


Interesting Bits of History 


the Growth ao4 Develop- 


ment of the Service. 


Tho fifth lecture in the Plytaouth 


course was given last evening by 
Postmaster William D. Page in Ply- 
mouth Congregational 
church, his 


subject being "The Evolution of 
Uncle Sam's Postal Service." Miss 
Ethel Mossman 
rendered a violin 


solo, after which Bev. Bailey intro- 
duced the speaker of the evening. 


Mr. Page .prefaced his lecture with 


a few words regarding the remark- 
able development of the newspaper of 
today, comparing it to <the wonderful 
development of the postal service* 
The actual date of the origin of the 
postal service is unknown, although 
the word "postal" comes from 
the 


Romans, who employed couriers to 
carry letters from one place- to an- 
other, the different 
stations being 


called posts. 


The service was introduced in 


land in 1533, the first postmaster 
general being designated "Hagistar, 
ifunciorum, Cursriirum, siye Postar- 
ium." The development previous,to 
.the, nineteenth century was slow, but 
in the hundred years beginning with 
1801 remarkable" progress lias been 
made until the service is almost per~ 
feet. 
• 


. -The first postoffice in the United 
States was in Boston under the Brit* 
ish rule and the first postmaster was 
Richard Fairbank, Th« first brancn 
of the present service was instituted 
in 1777. The registration of jn-ail 
was introduced in 1856 and in 1860 
the greatest step was taken, 
the 


formation of the postal union, em- 
bracing the principal countries of the 
world. The mail car was the next 
improvement and following this was 
the introduction of the free delivery 
system in cities having a population 
of over 10,000 or doing -a business 
amounting to that number in dol- 
lars* The amount has been reduced 
to $8,000 and at the-present time 
more than 18,000 carriers are em- 
ployed. 
The money 
order system 


was introduced in 1864 and in- 1885 
the special 
delivery 
system was 


adopted. 
The money order depart- 


ment handles more than $300,000,- 
000 a year. 
Mr. Pag« briefly re- 


ferred to the rural free delivery sys- 
tem, which is yet in its infancy. 


The exact date of the establishment 


of the first postoffice in Port Wayne 
is not known, although it is thought 
to have occurred more than a century 
ago. Judg-e Samuel Haniva was the 
fii-st postmaster and the first post- 
office was located on the site of the 
building1 
occupied by 
the 
Fort 


Wayne Drug company. Other post- 
masters following him were Judge 
McMaken, Di\ Huxford, Jacob Eudi- 
sill, John OK Meier, Moses Drake, 
jr., P. P, Bailey, J. J Kaxnm, P. W.

BOMOTEK OF THE DISEASE. 


The cause and cure of consumption 


i» the subject of an interesting re- 
port to the department of state by 
United States Consul 
Covert, 
at 


Lyons, France, prepared from official 
reports, 
The 
annual 
number of 


deaths in Germany from consump- 
tion is stated at 170,000, of which 
4,500 were charged to the single city 
of Berlin. It is estimated that the 
mortality from ithat disease in Aus- 
tria is thirty-five for every 10,600 
inhabitants. In Hungary the num- 
ber of consumptives 
reaches over 


400,000. In Buda-Pesth in a popu- 
lation of 492,237 there has been an 
average of 3,179 deaths from con- 
sumption per annum during the past 
five years. In twelve cities in Italy, 
the most populous of the kingdom, 
the average number of deaths from 
consumption was 337 per 100,000 in- 
habitants. In England it is reported 
that there are 150,000 to 200,000 
sick with the disease and 41,000 


every year. In Switzerland, 


with 2,800,000 population, the num- 
ber of consumptives reaches 50,000. 
In Portugal, with a population of 
4,500,000, the deaths from consump- 
tion average 20,000 a year. 


Pulmonary morbidity and mortal* 


ity are very general in Prance. The 
number of persons sick with that dis- 
ease is estimated at 500,000. The 
proportion of deaths is 49.9 per 10,- 
000. Paris is one of the great cen- 
ters of tuberculosis, with an average 
death rate of 49.9 from that disease. 
Statistics prove that consumption is 
increasing in France and Italy and is 
decreasing in England, Germany and 
some other countries. 
Its 'home is 


in all countries and it attacks 
sons of all ages. Statistics establish, 
however, that it is between the ages 
of 15 and 60 that a person is most 
exposed to it. Hen are -more subject 
to it -than women, the proportion in 
Germany 
being stated 
at 35.48 


among men and 28.55 among women. 


POSTERING CAUSES. 


According to Consul Covert, it .is 


not the breath of the consumptive 
which is contagious, the air which 
he expels not containing the germs, 
but it is the spittle, dried and re- 
duced to dust, which is generally the 
agent of contagion. It is shown that 
sunlight 
very 
speedily—in a few 


thours, in fact—destroys the bacilli. 
It is also demonstrated that con- 
sumption is contracted through the 
respiratory 
organs, but also, but 


much less often, toy milk and per- 
haps by meat of 'consumptive ani- 
mals. The disease is by no means 
•necessarily contagious. 
A healthy 


man, not predisposed, possesses a 
power of resistance to the bacilli, a 
natural immunity which enables him 
to escape the contagion. 


Alcohol is considered by Consul 


Covert the great ally of consumption. 
"The influence of alcohol in develop- 
ing consumption," he says, "is -de- 
nied by no one today. 
All clinics 


have recognized this fact and Prof. 
Landouzy in a recent resume of his 
observations used the picturesque ex- 
pression that 'alcohol makes the bed 
for tuberculosis.' Tuberculosis pro- 
duced by alcohol generally occurs at 
an advanced age and its progress is 
very rapid. * * * The departments 
which are the greatest centers for 
tuberculosis are almost always those 
where there is the great consumption 
of alcohol. It is, therefore, of the 
first importance in the war against 
consumption to also combat drunk- 
enness. 


IN THE SPUTUM. 


It should be -thoroughly understood 


that the spread of this disease can be 
prevented. People must be prohib- 
ited from spitting on floors and fthe 
dried dust from expectoration must 
be rendered harmless. It has been 
proposed that the act of expectorat- 
ing upon the 
ground or floor any- 


where should be made a crime and 
punishable as such. Without going 
so far, for it seems to us it would be 
very difficult -to prevent spitting in 
the street, it would suffice to confine 
the prohibition to buildings under 
the control of the state, depots, mu- 
seums, etc. We should recall that 
this prohibition exists in America 
and has never called forth much crit- 
icism. 'Kn<i£f reports' that a few 
years ago in "San Francisco a well- 
known millionaire, Mr. "B—-, wa$ 
condemned to twenty-four hours'in 
prison for violating this law. 


Another precaution is 
profuse 


sprinkling before sweeping, 
Thia 


should apply to streets and side- 
walks as well as to the interior of 
houses. 
Houses and apartments of 


consumptives should be thoroughly 
cleaned and ventilated after the de- 
parture of th* patient. 


In its g*n»ral conclusions the re- 


port recominends careful inspection 
of meat and milk, the organisation 
of A veritable crusade against tuber- 
culosis in th* barracks; the prohib- 
ition oi the use,of alcohol among th* 
soldiers, * ration of 360 gwtuue* of 


drily, the pUkdng of Urge hy- 


gitnto spittoons • 


feet from tH* ground, and tm 


pioved ventilation. The use of me- 
tallic spittoons containing an anti- 
soptic solution is recommended and 
the floor should be well sprinkled 
tsfore being swept. 
These recom- 


mendations also apply to the marine 
service, with the addition that all 
consumptives 
should be kept iso- 


lated. The use of disinfected metal- 
lic spittoons and the recommenda- 
tion in regard to sweeping applies to 
all public buildings, depots, saloons, 
schools, places of amusement, etc. 


HELD TO BE CURABLE. 


The report declares that consump- 


tion is curable at all stages. Profes- 
sor Bouchard is quoted as saying 
"this disease, which is so cruel to 
mankind, is curable in the greater 
number of cases. All medical action 
should be constantly inspired and di- 
rected upon the belief that the dis- 
ease is curable. The contrary idea 
is nothing more than a historical 
souvenir." 


Mr. Darenberg says that during the 


last ten years he has cured a number 
of consumptives, who have resumed 
their occupations, have married and 
now have healthy children, "I can 
even say," said he, "that I myself am 
the consumptive that I know the best 
whom I have cured. I am therefore 
able to confirm that consumption is 
curable." 


The consul concludes: "Pure air, 


such as is found on the seashore and 
on high, mountains, is the best <r,m- 
edy for consumption. That air, free* 
from microorganisms 
and dust, 


smoke, the numerous adulterations 
engend-ered by human activity, far 
from the industrial centers and the 
numerous fermentations of decaying 
substances in the large «cities, con- 
tain all the necessary asceptique 
qualities. 
However, in order that 


this remedy should be effective this 
pulmonary asepsie should be con- 
tinued; that is to say, the patient 
should not only keep his windows and- 
doors open night and day, but he 
should perserve in this air cure for a 
long time. He should have plenty 
to eat and eat often, and should en- 
joy absolute physical and mental re- 
pose. Sanitariums for consumptives 
should 
be constructed 
in a place 


sheltered from unfavorable wind, in 
a healthy locality, in the neighbor- 
hood of pure water, where the air is 
free from dust and poisonous emana- 
tions; in an isolated spot a good dis- 
tance from any large population, if 
possible, on the southern slope of a 
wooded hill or mountain where th* 
summit of the hill and neighboring 
trees protect it from strong winds."

THE INDIAN DUCK TRICK. 


A little tin or earthen 
pan, or 


sometimes a half cocoanut shell, sup- 
ported on three stones, is filled with 
water, on which is sprinkled a red 
powder, 
rendering 
it 
practically 


opaque. 
A little duck of wood or 


porcelain is placed upon the surface, 
where it at first floats, but at the 
command of the performer suddenly 
dives, remaining submerged until 
again ordered to rise. This very in- 
genious trick depends upon the fact 
that in the bottom of the vessel there 
is a minute hole, through which 
passes a hair. One end of this is at- 
tached to the duck, the other remains 
at the disposal of the performer, and 
is attached, by means of a pellet of 
wax, to his tom-tom or to one of the 
hands with which he beats it.

A few months 
ago a corporation, 


made up of shrewd business men paid 
to Pi of. M. I. Pupin, of Columbia 
university, a fortune for his inven- 
tion of '-ocean 
telephony," a deal 


based merely on theory backed by 
preliminary experiment, for there 
was no couclusive evidence that the 
Pupin invention would result in a 
single syllable ever being whispered 
from America to Europe. This trans- 
action typifies the new conditions in 
the world of invention. The ablest 
inventors of past years have enrich* 
ed innumerable other men, but have 
amassed for themselves little except 
fame—and that mostly posthumous. 
Henceforth the inventor's profit will 
be great and sure, and not he but the 
capitalist will assume the chances of 
failure. 


In 'discussing the subject the other 


day Frederick Allen, the United 
States commissioner of patents, said: 


"I certainly do not agree with those 


persons who consider that we are ap- 
proaching the end of invention. 
I 


believe that the whole creative realm 
will go on developing and expanding 
in proportion to the growth of the na- 
tion. 
The business of this office 


shows it. During the past quarter of 
a century there has been issued in 
this country more than half a mil- 
lion of patents or over three times as 
many as had been issued in the three- 
quarters of a century preceding it," 


The imaginative mind naturally 


foresees the greatest possibilities of 
the future in the fields of electricity, 
aerial navigation and the harnessing 
of the great power forces of nature. 
It is interesting to note that this 
popular view 
has 
the support of 


Charles H. Duell, who but recently 
retired from the position of commis- 
sioner of patents. In discussing the 
matter Mr. Duell said: 


"In my opinion all previous ad- 


vances in the various lines of inven- 
tion will appear totally insignificant 
when compared with those which the 
present century will witness. It will 
be but a few years until each private 
residence will be provided with its 
own plant or cooling room and cool- 
ing devices 
for 'houses will make 


bearaole any climate under the stars 
and stripes; the sun and ^ e wind 
will be completely harnessed, and 
possibly waves as well; automobiles 
will be in universal use and quad- 
ruples apparatus should bring the 
cost of telephone service down to 
about ten cents a month." 


Within the past few months de- 


vices have been patented which will 
enable Americans to talk with their 
cousins across the sea; which permit 
telephone messages and signals o f ) 
various kinds to be transmitted 
through the earth or above or below 
the surface 
of the ocean without 


wires; which cause telephone mes- 
sages to be recorded automatically 
and repeated mechanically hundreds 
of times; make it possible to trans- 
mit colored pictures oy wire between 
distant points and enable the dis- 
patch of sixteen telegraph messages 
over a single wire. 


The future of electricity and of the 


whole transportation world waits up- 
on the discovery of some means to 
harness the magic current and house 
it in light and compact form, For 
nearly a third of a centry inventors 
have been seeking to devise a storage 
battery that will answer all require- 
ments and the specialist in novelties 
who first produces it has assuredly 
captured the grand prize in the lot- 
teiy of invention—a "winning" that 
will bring him the fame of a Solomon 
and wealth 
beyond the dreams of 


avarice. 
Lately it was announced 


that Edison had solved the problem, 
and if his invention proves all that 


lea&e it and the newcomer among the 
sciences has awaiting it limitless 
possibilities for usefulness in the 
purification of water.

produce a glow which is more bril- 
liant than an incandescent light and 


The world's consumption of tea- 


aside from China and Japan, concern- 
ing which countries no statistics aie 
available—is estimated at 550,000,- 
000 pounds annually, of which the 
United States consumes about one- 
sixth. Great Britain and her col- 
onies, Russia and the United States 
may be said to embrace the 
tea 


drinking world, but the 
Russians, 


who are popularly believed to be ad- 
dicted to the "tea habit" and there- 
fore heavy consumers, do not use as 
much tea per capita as do the people 
of the United States. 
This is 
ac- 


counted for, briefly, says the New 
York Sun, by the heavy 
duty—50 


cents per pound—the monopoly, and 
the very inferior goods imported* 


The large consumption of tea 
in 


England and Canada is attributed to' 
the practical availability of only one 
kind of tea, 90 per cent, of all that 
is offered, sold and drank being of 
the "black*' variety—India and Cey- 


lon. 
But probably custom, sentiment 


and taste—those intangible qualities 
that laugh at weights and measures 
and are beyond the kten of statistics— 
are to be credited most. 


Anyway, the Englishman does not 


possess any better quality at a lower 
cost than the American, for the tea 
con turned in England is subject to a 
duty of 6d (l£c) per pound. Then, 
too, the American tea drinker is pro- 
tected by rigid inspection laws from 
the very bad leaf marketed in othsr 
countries; as it is, the low grades of- 
fered are poor enough. 


At the bottom of the difficulty met 


with in increasing consumption of 
tea in the United States, however, is 
the fact that small dealers and re- 
tailers make little profit. 
That is, 


they make less on one pound of tea 
than on ten pounds of coffee—which 
is the relative sale of the two 
staples, and, of course, the dealers 
will and do push the article that 
pays the more. 


The poor people are the consumers 


of tea in this country, and sales arc 
very largely of the lower grades or 
cargo teas, which retail at 30 cents 
to 40 cents per pound, 


From the standpoint of economy 


the facts favor tea, -as one pound of 
the leaf—making upward of 200 cups 
of tea—is equivalent to about eight 
pounds of coffee; the relative retail 
cost being 30 cents to 88 cents, re- 
spectively, 
(roasted package coffee 


being about 11 cents per pound). 


But, 
apparently, the Consumer sees 


only that, pound for pound, tea is 
the dearer. If it could be made plain 
that one-eighth pound of tea is equiv- 
alent to one pound of coffee and that 
one-fifth pound of tea, can be pur- 
chased for 6 cents, while a pound of 
coffee costs 11 cents, some impression 
might be made.

deaths in, Germany from consump- 
tion is stated at 170.000, of which 
4,500 were charged to the single city 
of Berlin. It is estimated that the 
mortality from -that disease in Aus- 
tria is thirty-five for every 10,000 
inhabitants. 
In Hungary the num- 


ber of consumptives 
reaches over 


400,000. In Buda-Pesth in a popu- 
lation of 492,237 there has been an 
average of 3,179 deaths from con- 
sumption per annum during the past 
nve years. In twelve cities in Italy, 
the most populous of the kingdom, 
the average- number of deaths from 
consumption was 337 per 100,000 in- 
habitants. In England it is reported 
that there are 150,000 to 200,000 
sick with the disease 
and 41,000 


every year. In Switzerland, 


with 2,800,000 population, the num- 
ber of consumptives reaches 50,000. 
In Portugal, with a population of 
4,500,000, the deaths from consump- 
tion average 20,000 a year. 


Pulmonary morbidity and mortal- 


ity are very general in France.

It is shown that 
sunlight very 
speedily—in a few 


'hours, in fact—destroys .the bacilli. 
It is also demonstrated that con- 
sumption is contracted through the 
respiratory organs, but also, but 
much less often, 'by milk and per- 
haps by meat of 'consumptive ani- 
mals. The disease is by no means 
.necessarily contagious. 
A healthy 


man, not predisposed, possesses

ground. Until a few years ago the 
mound arose almost abruptly from 
the roadside, but the farmers who 
have tilled the adjoining fields have 
scaled the ascent higher and higher 
each year, until now almost one-half 
of the elevation is used for growing 
grain. When Pike county was first 
settled by white .men a fort was 
erected a short distance 
from the 


mound, and the mound itself was 
used as a lookout station and a 
graveyard.

available—is estimated at 550,000,- 
000 pounds annually, of which the 
United States consumes about cue- 
sixth. 
Great Britain and her col- 


onies, Russia and the United States 
may be said 
to embrace the tea 


drinking world, but the Russians, 
who are popularly believed to be ad- 
dicted to the "tea habit" and there- 
fore heavy consumers, do not use as 
much tea per capita as do the people 
of the United States. 
This is 
ac- 


counted for, briefly, says the New 
York Sun, by the heavy 
duty—50 


cents per pound—the monopoly, and 
tho very inferior goods imported. 


The large consumption of tea 
in 


England and Canada is attributed to 
the practical availability of only one 
kind of tea, 90 per cent, of all that 
is offered, sold and 'drank being of 
the "black" variety—India and Cey- 
lon. But probably custom, sentiment 
and taste—those intangible qualities 
that laugh at weights and measures 
and are beyond the ken of statistics— 
are to be credited most. 


Anyway, the Englishman does not 


possess any better quality at a lower 
cost than the American, for the. tea 
consumed in England is subject to a 
duty of Sd (12c) per pound. 
Then, 


too, the American tea drinker is pro- 
tected by rigid inspection laws from 
the very bad leaf marketed in othsr 
countries; as it is, the low grades of- 
fered are poor enough. 


At the bottom of the difficulty met 


with in increasing consumption of 
tea in the United States, however, is 
the fact that -small dealers and re- 
tailers make little profit.

The old theory was that you mus'

them vain. No danger of that. Be* 
fore any of us get through with lif 
we will have enough mean and Ig 
noble and depreciating 
and lying

us to keep us- 


humble. God approvingly recognizes- 
a system of rewards as well as 
o£ 


punishments. When you hear a good 
sermon, 
stop after the benedictior 


and tell the pastor, though you nevei 
saw him before that day, '-Your ser- 
mon clid me good." When a median;: 
does a good piece of work, tell him 
it is well done. When a physician 
brings you out of a perilous illness 
stop him in the street and say, "Doc- 
tor, you saved any life." When you 
hear of a business man in 
some 


heavy stress of financial 
weather, 


helping frailer craft into the harbor, 
go into his counting room and say 
"I hear you have been helping your 
fellow business man to outride the 
tempest of a panic, and I came in to 
thank you for the good advice you 
gave* and to let you know that all 
good citizens appreciate what you 
have been doing." 
Go down 
the 


street tomorrow and thank some- 
body. There are hundreds of people 
who never get thanked at all. Plen* 
ty of severe criticism, plenty of fault 
finding, plenty of misrepresentation, 
plenty of depreciation, but as to grat- 
itude—that is a market in which the 
supply does not equal the demand.

Christian courtesy,

time to call the roll* It is a bad 
streak in human nature that there 
are so many who prefer to believe 
evil instead of good concerning any 
one under discussion. If a good mo- 
tive and a bad motive have been 
possible in the case in hand, one man! 
will believe the conduct was inspired I 
by a good motive and ten men will j 
believe it was inspired by a bad mo- 
cive. The more faults a man has of 
aia own, the more willing is he to 
ascribe faults to others. 


What a curse of cynics and pessi- 


mists afflicts our tim£, afflicts 
all 


time. There are those who praise no 
one until he is dead. Kow that he 
is clear under ground and a heavy 
stone is on top of him, there is no 
oossibility of his ever coming up 
'gain as a rival. Some of the epi- 
taphs are so fulsome that on resur- 
rection day a man rising may, if he 
reads the epitaph, for the anoment 
think ho got into the wrong grave. 
Speak well of one another, and if

We may strengthen this 


grace 'by coming to a higher appre- 
ciation of what a man is, of what a 
woman is. We can not expect perfec- 
tion, but in almost every one there 
is something good and worthy of 
courtesy. 
If they are clear down 


they are tryiug to rise. If they have 
gone astray, they want to get back. 
He is an immortal being whom you 
.ire confronting; he is a being made 
in the imago of God; he will outlive 
the planetary system; he will live as 
Voug as the Almighty lives. Started, 
he will never stop. Your Christian 
courtesy may be his eternal rescue. 
To the young let me say, sow court- 
esy and you will reap courtesy; sow 
hostilities and you will reap hostil- 
ities. Get your heart so right that 
it will make the tones of your voice 
persuasive, and your, salutatioiis on 
the street, and your greetings at the 
door of home and church and hall a 
blessing to all, and the kindly influ- 
ences you throw upon them will re- 
bound upon your own heart and life, 
While you are making them happier, 
you will make yourself happier. 


If others lack courtesy, that is ir< 


reason why you should lack it. Re- 
spond to rudeness by utmo£t affabil- 
ity. Because someone else is a boor 
is no reason why you should be a 
boor. But how few show urbanity 
when badly treated! Human nature 
says, "An eye for an eye, a tooth for 
a tooth, retort for retort, slander for 
slander, maltreatment for maltreat- 
ment." But there have been those 
you and I have known who, amid as- 
sault and caricature and injustice, 
have maintained the loveliness of 
blossom-week in springtime, noth- 
ing but divine grace in the heart can 
keep such equilibrium. 
That is not 


human nature until it is transformed 
by supernal influences, To put it on 
the lowest ground, you can not af- 
ford to be revengeful 
and malig- 


uaut. Hatred and high indignation 
are stages of unhealth. They en- 
large the spleen; they weaken the 
nervefi; they attack the brain* Rage 
in a man is one form of apoplexy. 
Every time you get mad you damage 
your body and mind and soul, aud 
you have not such a surplus of vigor 
and energy that you can afford to 
sacrifice them. 


So I applaud Christian courtesy. I 


•vould put it upon the 'throne of every 
heart in the world. The beauty of it 
is that you may extend it to others, 
and have just as much of it—yea/ 
more of it—left in your own heart 
.ind life. It is like the miracle of 
the loves and flshes, which, by be- 
ing divided, were multiplied until 
Twelve baskets were filled with the 
remnants. It is like a torch, with 
tvhich fifty lamps may be lighted, 
and yet -the torch remains as bright 
is before it lighted the first lamp.

.1 detraction or a subterfuge. A per- 
fect soul in a perfect heaven. In 
^hat realm, world without end, it 
mil never be necessaiy to repeat the 
words of my text, words that'now 
need oft repetition: "Be courteous."
